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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art (Heinen or 
Scott) teach a mechanical seal having a rotating ring and a mating ring adapted to seal to one 
another, the mating ring having a first stationary ring comprising a circumferential groove 
channel, a seal face, and an outer and inner surface, the outer surface having plurality of 
symmetrically spaced radial holes, holes a provided on the seal face, a second stationary ring 
having a circumferential diverter, the circumferential groove channel is adapted to receive the 
circumferential diverter so that, when combined, the first and second stationary rings form the 
mating ring having a circumferential divergent flow-channel communicating with the plurality of 
holes and a coolant is flowed through the flow-channel to provide heat transfer between the 
interface of the rotating and mating rings but fails to teach or fairly suggest the outer and inner 
surface each having plurality of symmetrically-spaced radial holes. Furthermore to have the 
holes on the seal of the Heinen or Scott to be configured on the inner surface of the first 
stationary ring would not be obvious because the hole on the seal face is used to provide a fluid 
film between the faces to reduce wear and combining a reference that teaches holes on the inner 
surface would destroy the invention of Heinen and Scott.
